Tests Within Reason 


With broad scale debate on disarm am ent in 
the offing in the United Nations the United 
States has used the announcement of coming 
tests in the Pacific for a skillful advance in the 
propaganda w ar raging on both sides of the 
question. 
Moscow succeeded on two fronts in taking 
at least a slight advantage in the battle of 
words It reduced its basic formula for a dis­ 
arm am ent agreem ent to the simple, easy-to- 
sell one of halting all nuclear tests for two or 
three years. This obscured the Western position 
that any pact, even for suspending tests, is 
im practical unless it provides a workable in­ 
spection system. The proposal also m ade the 
Russians appear to be quite lenient and flexible 
in their offers while they actually were reject­ 
ing every Allied plan for compromise. 
Then the Soviet sought to increase the pres­ 
sure on the West by announcing successful test­ 
ing of 
an 
intercontinental 
ballistics 
missile, 
touted by some to be the "ultim ate” w ar wea­ 
pon. 
Now, in revealing its plans for new Pacific 
tests, the United States has spotlighted the situ­ 
ation by saying that since the Kremlin persists 
in its unbending and unrealistic attitude on 
disarm am ent, the West has no alternative but 
to continue to build its defenses against w hat­ 
ever weapons it might face in the event of war. 
The statem ent carefully plants the implication 
the U.S. does not feel the tests are necessary 
to enhance its offensive position. 
The announcement adds that the tests, though 
dictated by military' security, will also be used 
to further the development of weapons with re­ 
duced fallout to protect the people and places 
outside strategic targets. This recognizes grow­ 
ing world fears, especially among the sm aller 
nations in the increasingly powerful Asian bloc, 
of the radiation hazards in continued nuclear 
testing. It was in part the vocalizing of these 
fears that led the Kremlin to devise its easy- to- 
sell disarm am ent formula. 
The Communists can be expected to come 
up with some typically demagogic comments 
on the announcement of the U.S. tests. But 
they are now challenged to provide as sound 
and hum ane excuses for the nuclear explosions 
they continue to set off.

brains can turn a m essage 
into book. Only two copies of each 
gibberish as fast as a man can 
type. 
At the receiving 
end. 
another 
machine can ungarble the secret 
m essage as fast as it can print 
And chances that the 
enemy

sage in tim e to use the inform a­ 
tion are slight — unless some hu­ 
man has goofed. 
But humans are humans. 
An expert in the field says: 
“ There can be devised a theore­ 
tical machine system that can be 
m athem atically dem onstrated 
as 
unbreakable — a system with such 
an incredible order of complexity 
that there is never a repeat in it.” 
By 
a 
“ repeat” 
the 
expert 
means that the sam e 
signal 
is 
used more than once to stand for 
the sam e word or letter in the 
message. 


PRESUMABLY a lo the gover­

BUT THE MACHINES have not 
fundamentally changed what the 
experts call the art of cryptogra- 
phv (putting m essage in codes or

cryptanalysis 
(breaking codes and ciphers.) One 
expert says: 
“What the machines give us is 
tim e and an extrem ely high num ­ 
ber of variables, approaching 
in­ 
finity.” 
The complexity of the 
machine 
system means that no such system 
can be broken by a potential ene­ 
my that does not have machines. 
But the electronic theory behind 
the units is common knowledge 
and everybody 
who is 
anybody 
now has machines. 
As one expert put it: 
“ In this field the offense and de­ 
fense stay about equal. Five hund- 
dred 
years ago 
it 
was pencils 
against pencils; now, it s machines 
against machines ” 
Ironically, the “unbeatable” sys­ 
tem 
is 
by relatively old -f ash- 
ioned code books. The code book. 
in use since 1904. is a code dic­ 
tionary' 
in 
which 
whole words, 
phrases and 
sentences 
are 
re­ 
placed by arbitrarily assigned sig­ 
nals. 
But 
it 
has 
disadvantages: 
it 
takes tim e to use and two men, 
one to code and one to decode. 
For general use. therefore, code 
books are of minor value when 
milljpns of words of secret m es­ 
sages m ust be “secured” daily. 


“ book” are m ade up, and each 
page is used only once. 
How are cryptographic systems 
ever broken? 
One method is to jump on a 
human error. 
Exam ple: The secretary of state 
hands a diplomatic note to 
the 
am bassador of the land of Poo. 
He sends it to his home govern­ 
ment in code rather than “in the 
clear ” The cryptanalyst has the 
original text. By comparing it with 
the gibberish sent by the am bas­ 
sador he can break the system. 
Another example: The operator 
I 
of a machine system is ordered 
at intervals to “ pull a switch” that 
changes the system, lf he forgets, 
the monitoring enemy m ay 
get 
some repeats. That gives him m es­ 
sages to decipher in what the ex­ 
perts call “ depth.” With the help 
of the machines, the system can 
then be broken. 
Another method is what the ex- I 
peris caU an “ exhaustion attack.” | 
Each element in the cryptogram is 
tried against each element in the 
original language in which 
t h e 
clear m essage was written 


THE MACHINES can make mil­ 
lions of such comparisons until the 
cryptogram makes sense. By that 
time, the sender has "pulled 
a 
switch” and the process starts aU 
I over again. 
In other cases, fake m essages 
are used. Suppose an enemy is in­ 
forming its forces of the disposi­ 
tion of ships around some place 
that in code they caU “ Jim m y.” 
J 
The cryptographers think “ Jim ­ 
m y” might be the code nam e for 
Hawaii but are not sure. So 
a 
fake m essage is put out about j 
the dispatch of a battleship to Ha­ 
waii. 
Sure enough, the enemy informs 
its forces of the dispatch of a 
battleship to “ Jim m y.” The cryp- 
; tographers then know “ Jim m y” is 
Hawaii. 
Sometimes, the experience and 
intuition of cryptographers 
does 
the job. A3 one expert put it: 
“ I have seen people look at a 
stream of num bers and say, 
I 
bet that is a five-diget cipher run 
on a m ultiplex.’ So we try it on 
the multiplex — which is one type 
of m achine — and. by gosh, that s | 
I exactly what it is.”
